In confcquence thereof, one of 
the Gates was immediately confign’d to the Sardinian 
‘Grénadiers, and the Place itfelf entirely evacuated by 
the Enemy the next Morning. The Garrifon confilted 
@f 270 Spaniards and 218 French Men, who all, both 
_. Soldiers and Officers, have engaged by the Capitulation, 
and their Parole, not to ferve againft the King of Sardinia 
“or his Allies, for the Termbot 18 Months, and were, a 
Day or two after, tranfported by Sea to Antibes. By the 
Reduétion of Villa Franca, an excellent Port is opened 
to his Britannick Mayelty’s Ships; and accordingly Com- 
modore Hughes arrived there the Night before lait with 
the Effex, Bedford, and the Terrivle Sloop, together 
‘with the whole Convoy of Artillery, Warlike Siores, 
and the Military Ch.ft, forthe Imperial Army. The 
Nonfuch and Antelope, which have been left at Vado, 
with a Convoy for tse King of Sardinia, are expeted to 
arrive every Hour. At the fame time Commodore 
Hughes arrived at Villa Franca, his Britannick Majetty’s 
Ship the Chatham, wh'ch had been cruizing for teveral 
Days off Cape Garoupe, was towed into Port quite dif- 
abled, having loft her Main Maft, and near founder’d at 
Sea. The Imperial Infantry continue daily to arrive, 
and fince the 4th inftant the Regiments of Roth, Daun 
and Staremberg have joined us; two more are expected 
by the 14th or 16th, which will compleat the Body of In- 
fantry at firft defigned for th’s Expedition; but itis thought 
that Marquis Botta will add fome more Battal‘ons and 
another Regiment of Dragoons. The Head of the Impe-

In the mean while 
the Sardinian Battalions, which are not defigned for Pro- 
vence, are marching back to Sivoua, in order to betiege 
the Caftle in form. All the Preparations for this Ope- 
ration are fo far advanced, that as foon as the Troops or- 
dered thither are arrived, which will be about the 24th 
inftant, the Trenches will ve op.ned, and the Work cur- 
ried on with che utmolt V gour and Diligence. We juft 
now hear, that the French and Spaniards are embarking 
all the Magazines they had at Antides, with mott part of 
their Artillery and Storcs, for Toulon; and that 6 Bat- 
talions and a Regiment of Dragoons difmounted, being 
part of the Spanith Troops, have likewife been emsark- 
ed fome Nights ago; burit is not faid whether for Spain 
or Naples.
